Washington—C/P)—Reaffirming their 


action of Wednesday, house and sen- 
ate conferees agreed Thursday upon 
the report on the final form of the 
$325,000,000 Mississippi river 
flood 


control measure and were 
prepared 


to push the conference 
agreement 


through the two houses Thursday or 
Friday. 


If they arc successful the revised 


measure would be ready for President 
Coolidge Sunday or Monday. Most of 
the conferees still are of the opinion 
that the chief executive will sign the 
measure, although it still carries some 
provisions to which ho objected. 


As finally approved by the confer- 


ees the measure authorizes a total ap- 
propriation of $325,000,000 for carry- 
ing out the flood control project from 
the head of passes below New Orleans 
to Cape Girardeau, Mo.

M, E, BISHOPS SEE 
LITTLE CHANGE FOR 
UNIONOFGHHES 


Keynote Address to M. E. 


Conference Attacks Rabid 
Dry Workers 


>, 
Kansas City— C/P)—Possibility of a 
'" oriel union of Christian churches is 
remote and beyond consideration at 
present, the board of bishops reported 
Wednesday to the quadrennial gener- 
al conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church here. 


The matter of Christian unity drew 


earnest attention 
from the bishops, 


who in their Episcopal address also 
considered prohibition, divorce, com- 
panionate marriage, racy 
literature 


and dramatics, the younger genera- 
tion, war and peace fundamentalism. 


The address, keynote speech of the 


conference lasting until May 29, was 
the bishops' four-year report to the 
15,000,000 disciples of Methodism. It 
was prepared by Bishop Luther D. 
Wilson of New York and concurred in 
by the 43 other bis-hops. 


Taking up the proposed union of 


Catholic and Protestant churches the 
bishops reported the door was closed 
because "the recent encyclical of the 
Roman pontiff repeats and elaborates 
the contention that the union of Chris- 
tendom demands, as an unconditional 
icquiremcnt, the acceptance of papal 
primacy and subscription 
to Roman 


Cotholic dogma. 


"If there is to be union, the Vatican 


insists that it must be by a return of 
all the •wandering flocks to the histor- 
ic fold," a stipulation the- bishops made 
plain was beyond consideration. 


Regretting that no progress looking 


toward the unification of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, south, could 
be reported the board observed "We 
would be untrue to ourselves if we 
did NOT confess our yearning for 
the reunion of espiscopal Methodism 
sinco 1844 divided." 
Commissioners 


to represent the church 
in negotia- 


tions for unification were suggested. 


Discussing prohibition the bishops 


, reported "We arc in an 
hour as 


critical as any to which we have 


g, ever come. 
The eighteenth amend- 


ment has been written Into our con- 
stitution and there it will doubtless 
remain. . . . We hove learned by 
experience, however, that where cus- 
toms of long standing are affected by 
law. constitutional or statutory es- 
pecially where there is involved the 
question of political power, commer- 
cial gain or peisonal. restrains, the 
written law is NOT automatically ef- 
fective. 


"There has been 
widespread op- 


position to the law. 


"Some, who have been most vig- 


orous in their zeal fov the law have 
shown themselves less tactful than 
ardent, -so that the 
very methods 


pursued by them have needlessly em- 
bittered and intensified opposition. 


"There Is assuredly 
demanded n 


campaign of 
education, 
systematic 


and intensive, devoted to persuasion 
rather than contention, but we daro 
not condone any compromise with 
lawlessness." 


Easy di\rorce and speedy remarriage 


was'deplored as was also the recent 
flood of suggestions looking toward 
'easier and more convenient methods 
of divorce, invloving such prenuptial 
agreements as appear to anticipate 
the dissolution of the relationships 
that seems to be the thought in the 
so-called 
companionate 
and 
trial 


marriage. 


Though it may be an honest effort 


to relievo the tragedy of unlawful re- 
lationship. It is an utterly mistaken 
policy which lends to the status by 
legal pronouncement, the transparent 
dress of alleged 
respectability, 
the 


bishops believed. 


The denominational attitude of op 


position to divorce except upon scrip 
tural grounds was reaffirmed.

should discouiage compulsory military 
training in school and college."

DOPED ALCOHOL 


People who have appetite enough will 


drink perfume, bay rum, hair tonic, hali- 
tosis cures and various incredible bever- 
ages destined by their makers for external 
use only. Pursued over a long enough pe- 
riod thib depraved taste for unctions, oint- 
ments, shellacs, tonsorial restoratives and 
similar fluids will result in ill health and 


* death. A Kansas City woman whose son 


died from one of the worst of these bad 
habits, the drinking of industrial alcohol, 
is asking the United States senate to pay 
her $200,000 in damages because Uncle 
Sam prescribes the denaturants going in- 
to the product. 


When Uncle Sam adopted the eight- 


eenth amendment he discovered that the 
redistilling of industrial alcohol tinder 
old formulas was so easy as to render en- 
forcement impossible with a flood of this 
necessary product going to all parts of 
the country. The old style denaturants 
were not particularly pleasant to take 
but foreseeing the sort of "appetites which 
might develop under prohibition and the 
necessity of formulas which would be 
more or less of a genuine deterrent it pro- 
vided a list of ways to medicate and de- 
nature alcohol tlie mere reading of which 
should drive any normal individual from 
the use of untested strong drink of any 
variety. 


It is said to be possible to remove de- 


natv.-ants more volatile than alcohol by 
means of a boiler, tank and condenser 
coils—assuming it is properly done. 
A 


b' tlej-ger writing for the Amr ';an Mer- 
cury explains: "We threw out the first 
twenty per cent th'at came through the 
condenser; the rest was good reclaimed 
alcohol." 
But the bootlegger may be 


short on the percentage he throws away 
or he may be optimistic about the 
effi- 


ciency of his still.

Taking the poison item out of federal 


denaturing formulas—reducing the really 
deal!/ c.'itcnts to merely sickening 
amounts—is held up by opponents of pro- 
hibition as something greatly to be de- 
sired. But what would happen the mo- 
ment news of such formula changes ap- 
peared? 


Many people who have been fright- 


ened by deadly formulas into obeying the 
law or purchasing high priced and tested 
alcohol would cease to bother. Redistill- 
ing of denatured alcohol would become 
less essential. The unscrupulous would 
carry great quantities of industrial alco- 
hol directly into the beverage trade. 
People would drink it in larger quantity, 
and more of them would die from it in the 
long run than die suddenty from the oc- 
casional case of doped alcohol today. 


The Kansas City mother is to be pitied. 


Bu; unless Uncle Sam is to abandon pro- 
hibition altogether and thus make good 
alcohol as cheap as the denatured variety 
there is no course open except the one 
which resulted so,unfortunately for her 
son. Taking into account the thousands 
of other young and old weaklings it is 
probably best to keep the formulas as 
they are.

THE BICYCLIST 


From the Grand Kapid-i (Mich.) Press 


Grand Rapids' seventh death from automobile ac- 


cidents this year had as its victim a sixty-ycar-oM 
bicyclist who carried no licht on his machine. Cer- 
tainly if bicycles arc to continue in use in the mo- 
tor ace they will have to be lighted according to 
law. But this accioent carries a further lesson, one 
which has been pointed out often enough and as 
often disregarded by the Mate of Michigan. 


The driver of tho car'which struck the cyclist re- 


ported 
inability to sec ahead because his lights 


•nore dimmed. Michigan's new headlight law con- 
tinues the ancient and obsolete practice of dim- 
ming. It first prescribes a focusinff of headlights 
which renders dimming unnecessary and then pro- 
ceeds to allow dimming on lights highways or when 
"meeting another vehicle on any highway.** it re- 
quires that the dimmers shall "render clearly Ois- 
ccrniblc a person seventy-five feet ahead!" but 
there is no enforcement of this or any other light- 
ing legislation. The result is that no pedestrian or 
bicyclist on a highway 5s safe, while due to the frc- 
<liicnt lack of rear lights the dimming motorist him- 
:»elf travels In peril of collision vith a car ahead. ' 


Our highways and streets arc constantly used by 


drivers who have only one light or no "lights, or 
whose dimmers are so-(ami as lo be useless. While 
this condition is permitted to continue by state and 
local failure of enforcement even linger our present 
inadequate state law, the cyclist had Viler lay

82. Anyway, the rolls are keeping him young. ' 


Lest any reader misunderstand my young friend's 


allusion to "the exercise indicated above," I should 
explain that in my opinion somersaults arc not ex- 
ercise, though walking is the finest of all exer- 
cises for- daily health building. Somersaults are 
rather a mechanical maneuver. Of course some phy- 
sical or muscular effort is involved in turning a 
somersault, but one should not assume that somer- 
saults arc a substitute for exercise. My friend the 
Michigan attorney apparently does not consider his 
daily half dozen rolls sufficient exercise, for he en- 
joys three to five miles of oxygen on the hoof every 
day rain or shine.andthat's the mam reason for his 
fine health. The sojnersaults may be fairly con- 
sidered, an antidote against the baneful effects of 
our upright.posture and dignity. A one track med- 
ical mind (to wit, that of the editor of the one man 
health magazine and the official organ of the Ameri- 
can medical association) assumes that I consider 
somersaults exercise, but probably a flea assumes 
a dog is glad to have company.

Am a married woman oC 40. X-ray pictures con- 


firm the doctor's diagnosis of gallstones and in- 
flamccl gall bladder. 
Can this condition be cor- 


rected or ameliorated by any treatment other than 
operation? Can you suggest a s'uitablc diet for this 
condition? (Mrs. W. C.) 


Answer—You rcmim^ me of the fatal aphorism: 


Woman fair, fat, 40, Belching1 gas, has gallstones. 
One component of gallstones is cholestcrin. a fatty 
substance derived from 
certain foods. 
Chemical 


tests indicate an excess of cholestcrin or cholesterol 
In the blood in many cases of gallstones and gall 
bladder trouble. From these facts some doctors in- 
fer that a diet excluding items of high cholestcrin 
content may be useful in the treatment of gallstone 
and gall bladder disease, though this is poor physi- 
ology and worse pathology in my opinion. Prac- 
tically, attempts to adhere to such a diet seem to 
avail nothing. If gallstones arc present, surgery is 
the only recourse and if not put off too loner nn 
operation is usually the most economical and the 
safest wny out.

WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION 


LAWS 


Washington, D. C.—A definite ten 


dency to liberalize workmen's compen 
sation laws, increasing generally 
the 


amounts of money paid working men 
who are injured while at work, 
in- 


creasing Jhe medical benefits that are 
allowed, and in other respects, 
is 


shown in the changes made in such 
laws by the various States during the 
past year, according to a survey thai 
lias been made by the insurance de 
partment of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States. 


Forty-three States and there territor- 


ies have these la\s-s and in addition 
Congress has enacted the XT. S. "Work- 
men's Compensation law, which pro 
tects the Federal Government employ- 
ees, and the longshoremen's and Har- 
bor AVorkers' law, which 
pi elects 


maritime workers, excluding seamen. 
At every essions of tiic legislatures 
of most of the States legislation of this 
nature is under consideration." Last 
year a new law became effective in 
Missouri and 20 States and 2 territories 
amended their laws. 


Since 1920 the deatii benefit has been 


increased in the laws of 34 States, 1 
territory, and the Federal act cover- 
ing government employees.- Last year 
13 States, one territory, and Congress 
legislated to increase the death benefit. 


In some States the compensation for 


death is a lump sum payment. In a 
number of States, where no dependen- 
cy exists a lump sum payment has to 
be made to the State. "Usually the 
death benefit is computed as a percent- 
age of wages payable in weekly in- 
stallments and generally depends upon 
the number and relationship of the de- 
pendents. Funeral expenses are pro- 
vided, for in all States except Oklaho- 
ma, where the law does not apply to 
death. 


The tendency in the cast of compen- 


sation for death is in the direction of 
allowing $200 for funeral expenses, plus 
a minimum of 33 per cent of wages to 
widow until remarriage and 13 percent 
additional compensation for each child 
under IS years of'age. with the total 
limited to 66 2-3 percent of the wages, 
generally with- some limit on the-ag- 
gregate amount or duration of pay- 
ments. Some States pay a. lump sum 
to the -widow upon her remarriage. 
PERMANENT TOTAL, DISABILITY 


Permanent total disability 
benefits 


have been increased since 1920, it is 
shown by. the survey, in 30 States. 2 
territories, and under the Federal act. 
During the year 1527 Alaska, Idaho. 
Kansas. Massachusetts. Michigan. Xciv 
York, Oregon. Pennsylvania. Tennes- 
see, and the Federal law increased "per- 
manent total disability benefits. Xorth 


Dakota limited the actual benefits pay 
able to $15,000. The general rule is i 
fixed percentage of the weekly wage 
—30 to 66 2-3 per cent—with a weekly 
minimum of $6 or more and a weeklj 
maximum of $18 or more. Injuries in 
volving the loss of both hands, both 
arms, both feet, botn legs, both eyes 
or any two thereof, such as an ey 
and an arm, are generally defined t' 
constitute permanent and total disabil 
ity, leaving other cases to be deter 
mined in accordance with the facts. 


Partial disability benefits were in 


creased last year in several States 
The tendency, it is stated by the repor 
is in the direction of increasing perma 
nent partial disability payments to 
two-thirds of the wages during a defin 
ite period of time as fixed by schedule 
In temporary partial disability cases 
the purpose of the law is to compen 
sate the worker for the wage loss or 
loss of earning capacity during the 
continuance of. the disability, and the 
practice is to pay" two-thirds of the 
wage loss. Temporary partial disabil 
ity means that which is not sufficient- 
ly serious to prevent the injured per 
son from doing some work. 


Temporary total disability benefits 


were increased during 
1327 in six. 


States, one territory, and under the 
Federal act. The maximum., amouni 
payable in a temporary total case wa 
increased in New York from $3500 to 
$5000; in Pennsylvania from $5000 to 
$6500; and in Michigan from §7000 to 
$9000. Some States have no limit as 
to the period covered or the amount 
payable; in others the weekly pay- 
ment is limited to a definite period. 
For example, in West Virginia the 
imit is 70 weeks, while in Connecticul 
t is 520 weeks.

them subject for compensation. 


On the whole, the liberalization of 


the laws is thus summarized: 


The percentage of wages paid as 


compensation is 60 per cent 
in six 


States and one territory, 65 per cent 
in eight States and one territory 66 2-3 
per cent in 14 States, so that 28 States 
as against 20 in 1020 paid 60 per cent 
or more. In 1920, 12 States fixed the 
maximum weekly payments at $12 or 
less. Xow no State has a maximum 
less than $12 for temporary total dis- 
ability and only three have as low a 
maximum as that, while 20 States, one 
territory, and two Federal acts pay 
$18 or more as against seven States 
and one territoiy at the earlier date. 


Tho waiting time is now less than 


one week in seven jurisdictions; one 
week in 28 States, one territory, and 
one Federal act; and more than one 
week in eight Statse and one terri- 
tory. At the earlier date only four 
laws fixed a waiting time of less than 
one week; 21, one week; and 17 States 
and two territories mcie than one 
week. 


The purpose of the waiting period is 


to lessen the chances for malingering 
and to eliminate small claims which, 
if compensated, would con&iderably in- 
crease the cost under the act. 


Germany was the first country to 


enact a workmen's compensation for 
industrial accidents, taking that action 
in 1SS4. Austria followed three years 
later. Norway, the third country, did 
not pass its law until 1S94. 


In France, the report states, al- 


though the compensation law was not 
adopted until 1S9S, bills for workmen's 
compensation were debated in parlia- 
ment continuously from 1SS2 until the 
adoption of the law. 


At the present time some form of 


workmen's compensation for industrial 
accidents is in force in practically ev- 
ery civilized country. The first laws 
of" that character enacted in the Uni- 
ted States were in. 1911 in California, 
tllinois, Kansas, ^Massachusetts, Kcw 
Hampshire, Xe"iv Jersey, Xcvada, Ohio, 
Washington and "Wisconsin.

POWERJIVEN JUDGES 


Browne Sponsoring Bill Call- 


ing for Jury Trial in 
Con- 


tempt of Court Cases 


BY BASCOM N. TLMMOXS 


Washington—The Senate Judiciary 


Committee is expected to incorporate 
in an injunction bill It is drafting the 
proposal of Congressman Browne of 
Wisconsin requiring trial by jury in 
all cases of contempt of court where 
the offense is not actually committed 
In the court room. 


The object of Browne's amendment 


is to do away with what ho regards 
as a dangerous power now held by 
judges. 
He pointed out that under 


the present system a juJge in Califor- 
nia, 
lor instance, could cite the edi- 


tor of a paper in Xcw York for con- 
tempt of court because the paper in 
question had criticized a decision ho 
had rendeied. Then, ho could require 
the editor to journey all the way to 
California and face trial be'ore the 
same Judge without any right to a 
jury. 


"Not 
even in the old days in Eng- 


land did a judge have any such power 
as this." said the 
Wisconsin Con- 


gressman." and something should be 
done to put a stop to it in this coun- 
try. 


"I realize that the dignity of the 


courts should and must be upheld 
and would never consider supporting 
any legislation which would intend 
to injure it in any wa\. What I am 
trying to do is to cct a square deal 
for the defendants in contempt cases. 


"Under the present system, it has 


been held that a man convicted of 
contempt of court cannot bo pardon- 
ed, jet the worst red-handed murder- 
er can. The deplorable part of it i 
that he can be tried, convicted an 
sentenced without a jury." 


Judges can have jury trials of sucl 


cases. Browne pointed out, calling at

can be maintained at normal. 


Corrosive 
sublimate, which 
is a 


deadly poison, "sfiould be kept away 
from livestock. Jarid should never be 
used on potatoes after they are cut. 
Immediately after treatment the seed 
should be dried. 


Because of the s::ort lime required 


to treat the seed, hot formaldehyde 
is finding favor with many growers, 
according to the 
pathologist. One 


pound of formaldehyde is used in 15 
sallons of water. It is important that 
the "temperature of the solution be 
kopt between 122 and 325 degrees 
falircnbcit. , Unless • especially con 
structcd machines arc available, thte 
method of treatment is difficult to 
iicc.. 'The potatoes arc k«pt in the so- 
lution between two and three min- 
uV-sI They are then covered for an 
hour, after .which they should be dried 
thoroughly.
